Six and a half years ago Wood- 
row Wilson was showing to the 
world his fighting spirit. In the 
national capital there also was 
young man, Chapman 
Gilbert, who was being heraided 
thepughout the country.

He is still a great fighter and may 
be even greater than we now sus- 
spect. No man ever held the 
lightweight crown with more hon- 
or and pride than Leonard. He 
is a wonderful fellow personally. 
I will have to leave it to the fight 
fans to. decide whether they think 


when both were in their prime. 
All of these men were great 


money makers in their day, but 
iwith the exception of Jeffries, few 
were good business men. 

MORE MONEY IN IT NOW 

Let me explain that there were 
other great fighters of the old 
school, but I cannot discuss them 
because I never saw them enough 
to be able to form any opinion. I 
mention only those that I have 
seen fight. 

I have said that the champions 
I have mentioned were not al! g004d 
business men. I. often wonder if 


; under the present rate of pay they 


would have been better. Dempsey 
will make a million dollars, where 
Jeffries and especially Fitzsimmons, 
would not have made a quarter of 
a million. 

Jim Corbett was One of the wise 
boxers as to finances. Corbett was 
very quick to grasp the idea that 
a fighter's money usually lasted but 
a short while. He, therefore. in- 
vested wisely, and in addition drift- 
ed into the theatrical business, 
whele he has done well. 

In this connection it might be 
interesting to note from what 
sphere of life most of the fighters 
came. In the old days they came 
mostly from the athletic clubs 
around Boston, New York, New Or- 
leans and San Francisco. 


United States Navy took a big 
hand in boxing. I believe the pbat- 
tleships, gunboats and so on have 
turned out & greater number of 
fighters than any other source. 
Oddly enough, though, the Navy 
has not turned out real champions. 
Nearly every one of them was just 
short of title caliber.

A million dollars’ worth of sugar, 
107,521 sacks of it, came into Los 
Angeles Harbor yesterday from the 
Philippines aboard the United 
States Shipping Board steamer 
West Mahwah, for delivery to the 
East Coast. In addition to bringing 
the biggest shipment of sugar ever 
entering this port, 6250 tons, the 
West Mahwah also established a 
remarkable performance record 
during her ninety-five day voyage 
from this port to the Orient and 
return. 

Not one member of her crew 
missed a watch during the entire 
voyage of more than 19,000 miles, 
according to her commander, Capt 
George Winkel, although the West 
Mahwah bucked gales of wind 
practically the entire trip. Her crew 
is also 100 per cent American. 

On the homeward voyage, while 
her engines were being pushed to 
capacity to keep the ship be- 
fore a gale in mid- 
Pacific, the West Mahwah suffered 
serious machinery damages, Re- 
pairs were effected at sea under 
the direction of Chief Engineer 
Edwin H. Kennedy and the 8800- 
ton freighter came home at an av~ 
erage speed of 8.6 knots with her 
engines compounded.

Imperial County to Ask for 

Law Compelling Act on

EL, CENTRO, Feb. 6.—In the 
hope of being able to eradicate 
noxious weeds on Fort Yuma I1i- 
dian Reservation, at the eastern 
end of Imperial county, it is pro- 
posed to have Congress enact a 
new law. The Imperial County 
| Board of Supervisors has adopted 
a resolution requesting Congress- 
man Swing to introduce a bill 
which would require Indian agents 
to rid their districte of Johnson 
grass, white horse nettle, cockle 
burr, morning glory, camel's thorn 
and Russian napweed. 

The action of the Supervisors 
followed a difference of opinion be- 
tween B. A. Harrigan, County Her- 
ticultural Commissioner, and L. L. 
Odle, superintendent of the Fort 
Yuma reservation. The commis- 
| sioner reported he had tried to 
induce the Indian agent to rid the 
reservation of noxious weeds, but 
‘without results, Supt. Odle wrote 


q' the Supervisors he would do all 


he could to eradicate the weeds if 
the horticultural] commissioner 
would not interfere. The Super- 
| Visors took the subject up with 
‘Indian Commiasioner Charies Burk 
Washington and thelatter re- 
plied that he would see that the 
Indiam Bureau co-operated with 
the county authorities. in getting 
rid of the weeds. 

Still, in the opinion of Horticul- 
tural Commissioner Harrigan, the 
weeds ceutinue to grow rampant 
in some sections of the Indian res- 
ervation and threaten to infest oth- 
er farming districts of that part of 
the county not on the reservation 
and under control of the State and 
county officials.
